Dr Power was born in W inter­ 
ton, England. April 16. 1846. and 
when he was 5 moved with his 
parents to Yorkshire. Ho received 
his education at St. John's Col­ 
lege. York, and then taught for 
18 years in the public schools of 
England, Coming to the United 
States in 1884. he spent some time 
in New York. For the next 20 
years he was rector of churches 
in Nebraska. He came to Browm- 
wood in 1904.

helped 
form the fLst charity organiza­ 
tion in Brown wood. He also help­ 
ed organize the first ministerial 
alliance here and had been a mem­ 
ber since, serving as president 
several times. He also was active 
in the first commercial club here. 
Dr. Power was Brown wood’s first 
scoutmaster, directing the first 
troop of Boy Scouts in this com­ 
munity, long before scouting was 
established generally in Texas. 
Dr. Power became a newspaper 
•olumnist 30 years ago. contribut- 
ng to the Saturday Issue of the 
Brownwood Bulletin 
"The P ar­ 
son’s Column." which was widely 
read. 
In 1934 the Brownwood Business 
ind Professional Women's Club 
honored Dr. Power at a county- 
wide service in which he was pro­ 
claimed as "Brownwood's 
honored citizen and as a man 
who more than any other citizen 
of his generation had given him ­ 
self to constructive and self-for­ 
getful service to the people.”
